wherein the Peltier is located underneath the cook vessel and the active side 
provides temperature regulation to the cook vessel.

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portion of the bottom par t of the cook vessel separates the Peltier from the cook 
vessel; and 

cooking uncooked ingredients in the cook vessel until edible.
